PREFACE 

The  writing  and  compilation  of  this  history  started  after  I  had  completed  and 
installed  in  our  Houston  Central  Library, a  Genealogy  book  on  my  wife's  relatives, 
which  contained  over  700  names,  and  also  two  other  histories,  and  after  encourage¬ 
ment  from  several  of  my  Smalley  relatives, I  presumed  I  had  enough  experience  to 
write  a  Smalley  genealogy  study. 

With  information  scattered  here  and  there  among  the  relatives, there  was  a  real 
need  for  a  Smalley  book  ,with  as  near  a  complete  record  as  possible  for  their  own 
use.  I  trust  they  will  preserve  this  book  for  the  future  as  well  as  the  present 
generations.  This  history  is  compiled  partly  from  the  Hickman  Book  by  Sylvester 
Hickman  of  Y7atseka,Ill.,dated  0ct.l907>  partly  from  the  Houston  Central  Library 
records  and  from  correspondence  etc., from  the  relatives. 


I  have  had  to  accept  such  information  that  was  sent,  given  me  verbally,  from 
research  work,  personal  files,  courthouse  records,  newspaper  clippings,  visits 
to  cemeteries  etc,, and  I  feel  I  did  my  best  with  what  information  I  could  get, 
and  disclaim  responsibility  for  any  errors  which  may  appear. 

In  gathering  data  from  various  sources  I  have  found  later,  after  writing 
letters  to  relatives,  that  there  were  a  few  differences  among  them.  In  such  cases 
I  chose  the  information  from  the  letters  I  received  direct  from  the  families 
concerned. 

This  book  represents  over  2  yearsof  patient  correspondence  and  research  work 
in  libraries  etc* 


THE  SMALLEY  FAMILY 

According  to  tradition,  it  has  generally  been  known  by  generations  of  our  clan 
of  the  Smalleys,  that  we  are  descendants  of  the  first  John  Smalley  who  came  to 
this  country  from  England  and  settled  on  Cape  Cod  in  1 6^2. 

As  an  introduction  we  will  begin  with  a  few  excerpts  from  various  books  in  the 
Houston  Central  Library  ,  etc,, as  follows; 

Genealogical  History  of  New  Jersey, by  Lee.  #Gen,  974.9  Vol.4,Pg.795 
SMALLEY  -  The  Smalley  Family  of  New  Jersey  belongs  to  the  old  Devonshire 
stock,andcomes  from  the  same  neighborhood  as  did  the  Drakes, who  have  made 
such  a  name  for  themselves, not  only  in  New  Jersey, but  also  in  New  England. 
Descendants  bearing  the  Smalley  name  soon  found  a  congenial  home  with  the 
Baptists  of  Rhode  Island, and  from  that  colony  of  liberty  loving  people  came 
the  founder  o'f  the  New  Jersey  branch  of  the  family. 

His  descendants  have  always  held  t]qe  views  believed  and  practicedby  the 
Baptists  and  the  family  gave  to  this  denomination  one  of  the  most  useful 
ministers  of  the  gospel  that  ever  labored  in  New  Jersey,  the  Rev .Henry 
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Smalley, of  blessed  memory. 

(l)  John  Smalley,  the  first  person  of  that  name  to  come  to  the  new  world, 
was  in  London,  in  l651,and  in  the  following  year  came  over  to  America  in  the 
vessel  "Francis  and  James"  in  company  with  many  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
colony.  He  settled  on- Cape  Cod,  where  he  married,  about  l640,and  had  four 
children  who  lived  to  mature  years.  From  Massachusetts  the  parents  with  the 
two  sons  ,both  of  age, went  first  to  Rhode  Island,andfrom  there  to  Piscataway, 
Middlesex  County, New  Jersey,where  they  were  among  the  earliest  pioneer  free¬ 
holders  of  this  New  Jersey  settlement.  His  two  daughters,  Hannah  and  Mary, were 
at  this  time  married  and  settled  in  New  England.  After  obtaining  his  first 
grant  upon  his  arrival  in  Piscataway, he  had  a  survey  made  of  his  farm  in  1677 
and  in  I685  took  up  another  warrant  of  land  . 

At  the  time  the  province  was  temporarily  recaptured  by  the  Dutch  irr  1675-74, 
John  Smalley  was  appointed  by  them  a  magistrate.  In  1675  was  commissioned 
a  justice  of  the  peace.And  at  the  same  time  appointed  Associate  Justice  of  the 
Court  of  Sessions, which  position  he  filled  for  several  years.  He  died  in  1691 
and  his  wife  died  about  a  year  later. 

His  two  sons  were  John  Jr.  referred  to  below  and  Isaac, born  December  11, 
1647  , married  twice  after  moving  to  New  Jersey.  He  was  for  several  yearB  a 
member  of  the  Colonial  Assembly,  Town,  Clerk  of  Piscataway  and  held  many  other 
offices  of  public  confidence  and  trust  until  his  death  in  1725* (There  is  a 
picture  of  Isaac  Smalley  in  this  book.) 

(2)  John  (2nd.)  ,son  of  John  (l)  Smalley  had  a  farm  surveyed  for  him  in 
l675*and  about  10  years  afterward  he  took  up  an- additional  100  acres.  In  1685 
he  came  into  possession  of  another  large  lot  of  one  hundred  acres,  situated 
orr  Ambrose  brook, near  the  present  new  market, which  he  gave  to  his  son  John, 
who  in  left  it  at  his  death  to  his  son  Andrew,  John  Smalley  Jr.  served  in 
many  of  the  local  township  appointments, and  was  a  constituent  member  in  the 


old  Piscataway  Baptist  Church, publically  organised  between  1686  and  1689.  His  will 
was  made  September  15,1751)  and  duly  recorded  in  1755)  a  short  time  after  his  death. 

John  Smalley  Jr.  married  in  Piscataway  October  18,1676,  Lydia,  daughter  of  John 
Martin, another  of  the  early  founders  of  that  settlement.  Among  his  children  were 
Johnathan, referred  to  below;  Elisha, married  Mary  Dunham;  Phebe, married  Ephriam 
Dunham. 

(5)  Johnathan,  son  of  John(2nd.)  and  Lydia (Martin) Smalley, was  bortrin  Piscat¬ 
away,  April  10,1685,  died  some  time  after  1765,his  will  being  dated  July  of  that 
year.  He  was  the  first  of  this  name  on  the  roll  of  the  Seventh  Day  Baptist  Church 
of  Piscataway.  So  strict  and  conscientious  was  he  that  when  he  leased  part  of  his 
farm  in  175^)  *to  parties  who  were  to  quarry  for  minerals,  he  stipulated  in  the 
contract  that  no  work  or  labor  should  be  performed  upomthe  premises  on  the  seventh 
day  of  the  week  during  the  term  of  the  twenty-one  year  lease.  He  accumalated  a 
large  property  for  colonial  times,  both  real  and  personal, which  he  divided  by  will 
among  his  children. 

About  1707  Johnathan  Smalley  married  Sarah,  eldest  child  of  John  and  Sarah  Fitz- 
Randolph.  This  was  the  first  marriage  on  the  record  between  these  two  families, 
subsequent  generations  of  those  bearing  these  surnames  seem  to  have  had  a  special 
affinity  for  one  another, and  with  the  next  three  years  more  than  a  dozen  marriages 
occured  between  them.  The  Pitz-Randolphs  and  the  Smalleys  had  both  imigrated  from 
their  native  land  and  settled  in  their  Cape  Cod  Colony  within  a  year  or  two  of 
each  other,  and  no  longer  a  period  had  intervened  between  their  final  settlements 
in  Piscataway, New  Jersey,  The  homesteads  and  outlined  plantations  of  the  sons  of 
these  pioneers  were  in  close  proximity,  and  around  them  dwelled  the  Bonhams, Dunns, 
Dunhams, Martins, and  others.  Most  of  these  families  were  intimately  related  by 
marriage, but  became  greatly  enstranged  by  religion. 

The  occasion  was  the  existence  in  Piscataway  of  two  Baptist  Churches, one  worship¬ 
ing  on  Sunday, the  other  observing  Saturday.  The  former  was  organized  between  1686 
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and  l689,and  the  latter  between  1705  and  1707*  It  is  a  noticeable  coincident  also 
that  in  the  union  of  these  families  such  a  large  number  became  actively  identified 
with  the  newer  of  religious  interests. 

Not  only  was  J onathan  Smalley  the  first  of  the  name  on  the  roll  of  the  Seventh 
Day  Baptists,  but  his  wife  was  the  earliest  recorded  in  the  list  of  females, 
having  united  with  the  dhurch  before  her  marriage.  Most  of  Johnathan  Smalleys  ten 
children' became  identified  with  the  same  church  on  reaching  adult  years,  and 
especially  active  in  these  relations,  were  his  sons  John  and  J  onathan  Jr,  His 
Youngest  son  Andrew, referred  to  below,  however, departed  from  his  father's  religious 
preferences, 

(4)  Andrew,  youngest  son  of  Jonathan  and  Sarah (Fitz- Randolph) Smalley, was  born 
in  Piscataway, Dec, 20,1726.  In  his  will  his  father  left  him  all  his "Lands  and  Salt 
Meadows".  After  his  marriage  he  set  up  housekeeping  at  Harris  Lane,  the  district 
lying  near  Bound  Brook,  Somerset  County, N. Jersey,  Feb, 26, 1746,  Andrew  Smalley  was 
marriedby  the  Rev, Jonathan  Dunham, the  Seventh  Day  Baptist  Minister  at  that  time  in 
Piscataway,  to  Agnes, born  May  8,  1728, daughter  of  David  and  Elsie  Coriell,  Among 
the  nine  children  born  to  them  were  Abraham, born  May  2, 1748,  remained  in  the  old 
homestead  in  Ambrose  Brook, married  Catharine  Emans  and  reared  a  large  family, John  , 
referred  to  below,Henry, David, born  April  ^),ll66)raa,YYi.e^  Margaret  Compton  and  had 
four  children. 

(5)  John,  son  of  And rev/  and  Agnes  (Coriell)Smalley,was  born  in  Piscataway, He 
married  Mary  Langstaff  and  among  their  children  was  Henry, referred  to  below, 

(6)  Henry  ,son  of  John  and  Mary  (Lang  staff)  anal  ley.  After  graduating  from 
Princeton  College,  entered  the  Baptist  Ministry,  and  for  fifty  years  was  well 
known  as  one  of  the  most  effecient  and  faithful  servants  of  that  denomination  , 
serving  as  pastor  at  Cohansey  Baptist  Church,  By  his  wife,Hannah(Fox)Smalley 

of  Piscataway, he  had  three  children? John,  Hilliam  Fitz -Randolph,  Henry  Langstaff 
referred  to  below. 
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(7) Henry  Langstaff  Smalley,  youngest  child  of  the  Rev,  Henry  and  Hannah  (Fox) 
Smalley, was  born  in  Bowentown,  New  Jersey,  1807.  His  life  was  spent  in' farming  and 
also  in' conducting  a  milling  business.  He  died  in  I852.  He  married  Tabitha  Bacon, 
born  at  Roadstown,N .Jersey, 1796, daughter  of  Isaac  and  Phebe(Bacon)Mulford. 

Children; (l)James  H,,died  at  79  years  of  age,(2)lsaac  Mulford  referred  to  below, 

(5) William  Fox, still  living, (4) Mary  Budd, deceased, (5) John, still  living. 

(8)  Isaac  Mulford  Smalley, second  child  and  son  of  Henry  Langstaff  and  Tabitha 
Bacon(Mulford) Smalley, born  at  Bowentown, New  Jersey, May  8,l850,andis  now  living  at 
Bridgeton,N.J.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town, and  for  a  number 
of  years  after  leaving  school,  was  engaged  in  the  nursery  business.  He  then  for  a 
time  conducted  a  grist  millin  which  occupation  he  was  most  successful.  In  I885 

he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Assembly,  and  was  again  chosen  to 
the  same  position  in  1888.  For  a  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  chosen  free¬ 
holders  of  Stoe  Creek  Township,  Roadstown,  in  which  he  lived  for  57  years  as  a 
farmer  and  nursery  man.  In  politics  Mr. Smalley  is  and  has  all  his  life  been  a 
democrat.  For  five  years  he  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  Rutger's  College,  He  has 
for  many  years  given  his  attention  to  financial  rather  than  agriculture  and  ind¬ 
ustrial  pursuits, and  is  one  of  the  leading  and  most  influential  men  in  that  field 
in  Bridgeton.  He  has  for  a  long  time  been  a  director  in  the  Bridgeton  National 
Bank,  and  for  many  years  was  a  director  in  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.  of  Bridge- 
ton  •  In  1901  he  was  chosen  by  his  fellow  directors  to  be  the  President  of  the 
latter  institution, in  this  office  he  still  holds, 

Isaac  Mulford  Smalley  married  December  21,1864,  Cornelia, daughter  of  Abram 
Cannon,  Children;  1-  James  Henry, married  Alice  Ware, born  at  St. Louis, Mo.

Piscataway,  Middlesex  County,  New  Jersey. 

This  Township  was  incorporated  in  179®*  It  is  about  8  miles  long,  6  broad, 
bounded  north  by  Westfield, Essex  County,  da3t  by  Woodbridge,  south  by  Raritan 
River,  and  westerly  by  Franklin,  Bridgewater,  and  Warren, Somerset  County.  The 
Township  is  supposed  to  have  derived  its  name  from  Piscataqua,in  Maine,  a  place 
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a  place  from  which  at  the  first  was  called  New  Piscataqua.  A  ridge  of  high  land 
runs  quite  across  it  east  and  west,  dividing  it  into  nearly  equal  parts,  from 
which  the  land  slopes  into  a  gentle  declivity  north  and  south*  The  soil  is  mostly 
red  shale,  which  in  some  sections  is  covered  with  loam  and  gravel*  The  land  is 
fertile  and  agriculture  is  in  a  high  state  of  progressive  improvement*  Population 
2,828*  There  are  in  the  township  7  stores,  5  grist  mills,  5  saw  mills,  capital  in 
manufacture  $^0, 850*00;  8  schools, 222  scholars. 

New  Market,  (formerly  Quibbletown)  a  village  of  some  15  or  20  houses  is  the 
post  town.  Brooklin,  Samptown,  New  Durham,  Piscataway  Town,  and  Raritan  Landing 
are  small  villages  in  the  township.  Piscataway  Town  ,  containing  about  a  dozen 
dwellings  and  a  church  and  situated  5  miles  east  from  New  Brunswick  and  one  from 
Raritan  River, was  an  old  Indian  village,  and  was  the  seat  of  justice  for  the 
counties  of  Middlesex  and  Somerset  as  early  as  168^  at  which  period  the  courts 
v/ere  held  sometimes '.at  this  place  and  sometimes  at  Woodbridge*  Raritan  Landing  is 
situated  2  miles  above  New  Brunswick  and  contains  25  or  30  dwellings  and  several 
stores,  there  is  a  bridge  across  the  Raritan  at  this  place. 

The  earliest  authentic  history  of  this  township  is  gathered  from  the  public 
records  which  state  ’’the  large  tract  on  the  east  side  of  the  Raritan  River  which 
comprises  the  towns  of  Piscataway,  Elizabeth, etc. ,was  purchased  from  the  Indians 
in  1665*  The  purchasers  v/ere  John  Bailey,  Daniel  Denton,  Luke  Watson  and  others, 
who  obtained  a  patent  in  1664  from  Governor  Nichols, who  acted  under  the  Duke  of 
York.” 

The  names  of  the  first  settlers  on  record  are  the  Gillmans  in  1665;  the  Black- 
shews,  Drakes,  Hands  and  Hendricks  in  1667;  the  Doteys  and  W olfs  in  1678,  the 
Smalleys  ,  Hulls,  and  Trotters  in  1679;  the  Hansworths,  Martins  and  Higgins  in 
1680;  the  Dunhams,  Laf lowers  and  Fitz-Randolphs  in  1681;  the  Suttons, Brindleys, 
Bounds  and  Fords  in  1682;  the  Davises  and  Slaughters  in  1685; the  Pregmores  in  1684; 
the  Grubs  And  Adamses  in  1685;  the  Chandlers  and  Smiths  in  1687;  the  Mortons, 
Molesons,and  McDaniels  in  1689*

It  is  supposed  that  most  of  these  persons  were  Baptists*  '  11 

The  tradition  is  ,  however  that  there  were  but  six  professed  Baptists,  viz.  Hugh 
Dunn,  who  was  an  exhorter,John  Drake,  afterward  thenppabto?,  Nicholas  Bonham,  John 
Smalley,  Edmond  Dunham,  afterward  minister  of  the  Seventh  Day  Baptists, and  John 
Pit z- Randolph.  The  above  persons  were  constituted  a  Baptist  Church  in  the  spring 
of  1689  by  the  assistance  of  Rev*  Thomas  Killingsworth,who  was  then  pastor  of 
Middletown  and  Cohans ey  Churches. 


Following  are  my  findings  and  resume  of  some  of  the  descendants  of  the  first 
John  Eknalley,  as  near  as  I  could  reasonably  report  from  all  sources  I  could  obtain. 
It  is  far  from  complete,  but  at  the  least,  gives  us  some  foundation  to  start  on*

Next  according  to  tradition  we  hear  of  a  William  Smalley  Sr,  who  came  from 
Mifflin  County, Pennsylvania,  who  was  born  about  1785,  an^  died  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  in  1815  or  I8I5.  He  was  supposed  to  have  married  Katherine  Cook,  who 
was  born  May  16,1786,  and  died  Sept,  18,1856.  Then  from  another  source  I  am 
told  (according  to  tradition)  he  married  Angelina  M.K.  Anderson,  who  was  born 
in  1787*  and  died  Sept. 18,1858.  Of  course  there  is  a  possibility  of  Wm. Smalley 
Sr.  marrying  twice. 

Two  years  after  the  death  of  Wm.  Smalley  Sr., his  widow  married  a  Mr .Anderson 
from  Pennsylvania,  moved  to  Kentucky,  and  later  to  Attica, Indiana. 

There  was, how ever, evidence  found  at  the  Old  Salem  Cemetery  near  Attica, Ind., 
by  William  Auber  Smalley  of  Lafayette, Ind. , by  three  graves  , together,  of 
Angelina  M. K. Anderson, David(son  of  Wm.  Smalley  Sr.)  and  Angelina(wife  of  David). 

Wm. Smalley  Sr.  had  three  children;Andrew(who  was  supposed  to  have  died  in 
Pennsylvania) , David,  and  William  Smalley  Jr,  (Pg*57) 

Now  I  have  followed  on  down  the  lineage  from  the  first  John  Smalley, in  the 
preceding  resume, and  it  appears  there  are  two  William  Smalleys  on  the  list 
that  could  have  possibly  been  bom  in  1785?  one  William  Smalley, the  fifth 
child  of  John  and  Susannah  (Bray)  Smalley, (Page  25), and  the  other  William 
Fitz-Randolph  Smalley, son  of  Rev.  Henry  and  Hannah(Fox)  Smalley, (Page  26). 

Col. Harry  Edwin  Smalley, son  of  Edwin  Grant  Smalley, who  lives  in  San  Antonio, 
Texas  at  this  time,  told  me  that  legend  has  it  that  his  grandfather  , William 
Smalley  Jr., (son  of  Wm. Smalley  Sr. (born  in  1785)  was  stolen  by  the  Indians 
at  a  very  early  age,  and  probably  didn't  know  much  about  his  family.  I  have 
searched  through  many  Pennsylvania  books  but  have  been  unable  to  find  record 
of  any  William  Smalley  born  in  1785- 

In  the  summer  of  1955?  William  Auber  Smalley, of  Lafayette, Ind. , visited 
the  Old  Salem  Cemetery, six  miles  east  of  Attica, Ind. , and  Boswell  Cemetery, 
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four  miles  west  of  Pine  Village, near  Chase, Ind. , and  found  the  following  graves 
and  information  at  these  cemeteries;

William  Smalley  Jr.  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  Jan.ll,1815(  the  sa£eaof  his 
father1 s  death)  and  died  near  Attica, Ind,,  Feb#  5>1868,and  is  buried  near  in 
Boswell  Cemetery, near  Chase, Ind.  At  the  age  of  19  , William  Smalley  Jr.  Having 
moved  with  the  family  from  Mayfield,  Kentucky  to  Attica, Ind.  learned  the  cab¬ 
inet  makers  trade.  He  worked  at  this  for  some  time,  and  then  moved  to  a  farm 
which  he  bought  west  of  Attica.  Ho  farmed  but  one  year,  then  moved  back  to 
Attica  to  his  old  trade  of  cabinet  maker.  In  1842  he  bought  and  moved  on  the 
Freeman  farm  near  West  Pine,  whore  he  lived  throe  years.  Then  he  sold  his  farm 
to  John  Byard, 

In  1845  he  bought  a  farm  near  Chase,  Ind., which  he  sold  later,  and  then 
bought  another  farm  of  John  Garland  noar  where  Boswell, Ind.  now  stands.  Four 
years  latorho  sold  this  place  ,  and  bought  the  Farmer  Place  ,two  miles  north 
of  Attica,  where  he  lived  until  his  death.  He  was  married  to  Sarah  Sargent 
who  is  also  buried  at  Boswell  Cemetery,  above  mentioned*

DAVID  SMALLEY  •  —  Son  of  Wm.Jr.and  Sarah  (Sargent)  Smalley,  was  born  on  ^ 

the  old  Smalley  homestead  in  Fountain  County, near  Attica, Ind.  His  youth  was 
spent  in  Fountain  and  Warren  Counties, Indiana.  When  he  was  young  his  father 
Wm. Jr. advised  him  to  keep  out  of  lav/suits  and  bad  company.  H.e  followed  this 
advice  and  to  this  may  be  attributed  much  of  his  success  in  life.  He  later 
married  Martha  Hickman  , daughter  of  Peter  J.and  Mary  ( Gullet  )Hickman,  Oct .5? 
i860.  An  unusual  coincidence  in  connection  with  his  marriage  was  that  Mr, 
Smalley  and  a  brother  and  a  sister  married  two  sisyers  and  a  brother  of  the 
Hi  damn  family. 

Mr.  and  Mrs,  David  Smalley  moved  to  Prairie  Green  Township  in  1875>¥^ere  for 
a  number  of  years  they  engaged  in  farming.  Retiring  from  that  occupation  they 
moved  to  Sheldon, Ill where  they  made  their  home.  His  wife  preceded  him  in 
death  Mar. 14, 1925*  Mr.  Smalley  was  one  of  the  pioneer  residents  of  Prairie 
Green  Township,  this  part  of  the  country  being  virgin  prairie  at  the  time  of 
coming.  He  was  a  life  long  member  of  the  Christian  Church,  and  was  one  of  those 
who  helped  erect  the  building  which  was  still  being  used  as  late  as  1950# 

He  was  a  nan  of  such  character  that  he  was  always  doing  something  for  the  up¬ 
lift  of  the  community  and  for  the  furthering  of  the  Lord's  Kingdom.  Truly  a 
good  man  and  father  to  his  children. 

After  his  wife*s  death  he  made  his  home  in  Kankakee, I 11., with  his  daughter 
(Mrs. Ezekiel  :/arbritton) during  the  winter  months  and  during  the  summer  months 
with  his  daughter  Mrs, C.L. Pruitt)  at  Hoopeston, Ill . 

An  accident  occured  to  him  while  at  Kankakee, Ill. , at  his  daughter* s  hone, 
when  he  had  a  fall, causing  a  double  fracture  of  the  hip  on  Feb.2,1950>  the 
the  effect  of  which  , owing  to  his  advanced  age  ,  he  was  unable  to  withstand. 

He  was  90  years  old  at  the  time.  He  died  a  few  days  later,  Feb. 21, 1950*  An 
article  on  Attica, Ind , , the  town  near, where  the  said  David  Smalley  spent  much 
of  his  younger  life  is  presented  here  which  should  be  quite  interesting  as 
follows; 

A  postmaster  on  horseback  brought  the  mail  to  Attica  from  Indianapolis, Ind , , 
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in  the  early  days,  and  this  was  only  a  once  a  week  occasion.  William  Crumpton 
,the  first  postmaster  used  to  ride  to  the  state  capitol  and  take  the  mail  sack 
first  to  Covington  and  then  to  Attica,  Attica  was  laid  out  in  1825  by  Stout  & 

Hoi ling sworth,not  long  after  the  settlers  had  begun  making  their  first  appear¬ 
ance  in  this  territory.  In  18^2  the  site  was  anjrfching  but  promising  as  a  future 
city. 

It  had  six  log  cabins  ,  two  of  which  were  used  as  trading  posts.  The  completion 
of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal  was  the  signal  for  a  new  and  rapid  growth  , however, 
and  from  1846  to  I855  Attica  enjoyed  unusual  prosperity,  Attica  was  at  one  time 
a  formidable  rival  of  Lafayette, Ind,  for  supremacy  in  the  territory.  The  turning 
point  in  the  territory, however, according  to  historians, was  the  New  Albany  and 
Salem  Railway,  which  was  obtained  through  Lafayette,  Attica  refused  to  bid 
enough  to  secure  the  road, and  it  lost  the  city  its  chance  for  supremacy  over  it's 
rival.  In  1870  the  town  had  a  population  of  2,275»  It  was  incorporated  as  a  town 
in  June  1849  and  in  1366  a  city  charter  was  obtained  with  John  Glass  the  first 
Mayor,  In  186?  joy  turned  into  tragedy  when  the  assassinationof  President  Lincoln 
spread  gloom  over^&fty  the  day  following  a  celebration  of  Union  victories  and 
the  downfall  of  the  rebellion.  The  city  had  spent  §150 .00  for  fireworks  and  a 
general  celebration,  but  it  was  stopped  short  with  the  news  of  the  President’s 
death,  (The  Author  of  this  writing, while  viaiting  Win,  Auber  Smalley, his  cousin 
at  Lafayette, Ind, , June  26, 195^ >  brad  the  pleasure  of  seeing  traces  or  indicat¬ 
ions  , where  the  old  canal  was, referred  to  above, which  his  cousin  pointed  out  to 
him  on  a  tour  in  the  outskirts  of  Lafayette, 

MARTHA  HICKMAN  -  Martha  (Hickman)  Smalley  was  united  in  marriage  with  David 
Smalley, at  her  parents  hone  near  Attica, Ind.  She  came  from  a.  strong  sturdy 
parentage.  This  with  steady  industrious  habits  and  good  living  enabled  her  to 
reach  the  advanced  age  she  attained. 
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She  was  a  honenaker  in  the  truest  sense.  She  made  the  hone  so  attractive  ,the 
children  had  little  desire  to  look  elsewhere  for  entertainment,  and  her  greatest 
joy  was  to  be  entertaining  her  family  and  friends, and  in  her  life  she  set  a  high 
standard  of  Christian  living.  She  with  her  husband  united  with  the  Christian 
Church  at  Attica, Ind, , in  1862  and  throughout  her  life  lived  a  consistent  Christian 
life,  always  doing  some  kindly  deed  for  others. 

On  Oct, 5> 1910  she  and  her  husband  celebrated  their  golden  wedding  anivereary. 

She  and  her  husband  attended  many of  the  Hickman-  Smalley  Reunions,  which  origin¬ 
ally  started  Sept. 1, 1897 >  and  had  continued  visiting  them  till  their  death.

ROBERT  CROFFORD  SMALLEY  *—  Son  of  Win, Jr  &>  Sarah  (Sargent)  Snalley  was  married 
in  Warren  Co,  Ind,,c&arah  Hickman,  daughter  of  Peter  J,  and  I'^ary  (Gullet)  Hickman, 
He  was  a  farmer  for  a  good  portion  of  his  life,  for  a  short  mrk  farm  at  the 


northeast  corner  of  Hoopeston, Ill ., then  moving  to  near  what  was  afterward  and  is 
now,  Olaytonville, Iroquois  County, Ill.,  where  he  acquired  some  500  acres  of 
land  and  lived  for  several  years  until  he  moved  to  Hoopeston. 

In  Hoopeston  he  engaged  in  the  hardware  business  and  for  a  short  time  he  and 
his  son  V/esley,  were  in  business  at  Milford,  Ill.  He  built  the  house  where  he 
lived  in  Hoopeston  until  he  abandoned  it  to  make  his  home  in  St .Petersburg, Fla. 

He  and  his  wife  were  attracted  to  St .Petersburg  by  the  climate,  opportunity 
of  investment  ,  and  strong  friendships  formed  during  a  few  winters  spent  there 
before,  making  that  place  their  permanent  home.  He  was  industrious, ho nest  and 
upright,  was  public  spirited  and  a  leader  among  men  and  a  wholesome  influence 
in  the  community  where  he  resided  and  did  business. 

He  was  devoted  to  his  family, true  to  his  friends  and  faithful  to  his  God.  He 
adherred  to  the  Universalist  faith,  was  a  Mason  , served  at  one  time  as  alder¬ 
man  of  Hoopeston  and  was  a  Republican  in  Politics,  He  also  was  one  of  the 
directors  of  the  American  Bank  and  Trust  Co,  soon  after  it  was  founded  and  was 
interested  in  getting  the  Tourist  Societies  started  in  the  City  of  St. Peters¬ 
burg,  and  was  one  of  the  first  officers  of  the  Sunshine  Pleasure  Club,  the 
originators  of  the  quoits  and  checkers  tournaments  in  this  city. 

His  death  occured  at  his  home  in  St.  Petersburg, Pinellas  Co.,  Fla, Jul.6, 1929*

ANN  ELIZABETH  SMALLET  -  Married  Charles  Hickman,  son  of  Peter  J.  and  Mary 
(Gullet)  Hickman,  Grandson  of  Roger  and  Mary  (Jenkins)  Hickman  .  Chas.  Hickman 
was  the  7th.  of  11  children  .  Born  near  State  Line,Ind.,20  miles  south  of 
Hoopeston, Ill .His  father  who  had  moved  to  Missouri  a  few  years  before,  was  on 
his  way  back  to  Indiana  when  the  boy's  arrival  stopped  the  removal  for  a  few 
days  .  The  family  proceeded  to  Kickapoo,  Y/arren  County, Ind. , a  few  miles  north 
of  Attica, Ind ., where  they  lived  for  many  years. 

The  father  besides  farming  extensively, having  established  the  Kickapoo  flour 
mill,  situated  near  Kickapoo  Palls.  The  young  man  remained  with  his  father  at 
Kickapoo  until  he  was  seventeen  years  old, when  he  cane  to  Iroquois  County  and 
herded  cattle  for  two  years.  On  Feb.l6,l867  he  enlisted  in  the  22nd.  U.S. 
Infantry  and  served  a  little  more  than  three  years  ,  mostly  in  the  Indian  cam¬ 
paigns  in  the  west.  Most  of  the  time  he  was  on  scout  duty  among  the  Blackfoot 
and  Sioux  Indians,  and  was  in  many  sharp  engagements  with  the  Indians, fortunat¬ 
ely  escaping  unharmed.  Among  some  of  the  Indian  Wars  were  led  by  the  famous 
Sitting  Bull,  Some  of  the  battles  Charles  engaged  in  were  Cannon  Ball  Hill, 
Missouri  River  Bottoms  and  Elk  Creek  Battle. 

On  his  return  from  the  Army  he  married  Ann  Elizabeth  Smalley  ,Sept  6,1870  , 
with  whom  he  lived  until  her  death,  Jan. 51,1904.  In  February  after  their 
marriage  they  came  to  a  farm  of  860  acres  ,  which  Mr  .Hickman  had  purchased  short 
ly  before,  located  a  mile  and  a  half  north  of  the  present  site  of  Claytonville, 
Ill.  Here  they  lived  until  1897,  when  they  came  to  Hoopeston, Ill .  to  educate 
their  children  and  here  they  lived  until  called  in  death. 

(*)  These  three  above  children  of  Wm.Jr  and  Sarah  (Sargent)  Smalley, married 
three  children  of  Peter  J,  and  Mary  (Gullet)  Hickman. 

The  same  Wn,  Smalley  Jr,  who  married  Sarah  Sargent  -later  married  Mrs, Eliza 
Jane  (Pierce) Stewart, Nov. 20, I85I •  The  following  six  children  were  born  to 
this  marriage;

(another  the  unicorn,  sejant). 

Meaning  of  terms  used; 
chapeau  =  French  for  cap  or  hat 
gu.  -  gules-  color  in  heraldry  or  Red. 
turned  up  -  the  lining  turned  up  over  the  edge, 
era  -  Ermine 
couchant  ~  sitting 

ar.-  argent  -  French  term  for  silver  or  white, 
sejant  a  lying  down 

The  twisted  wreath  is  optional. 
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On  the  Orest  and  Coat  of  Arms,  the  figures  or  drawings  represent  the 
following: 

The  Unicorn  -  A  mythical  animal,  who  would  rather  die  than  bo  taken  alive. 

The  Chapeau  or  Gap  of  State  -  Of  crimson  velvet, faced  up  ermine,  with  two 
points  turned  to  the  back,  which  was  a  badge  or  symbol  of  hugh  dignity, being 
worn  by  King  Edward  II and  his  successors,  Kings  of  England,  to  the  time  of 
Edward  VI,  but  since  borne  by  private  families. 

The  diagonal  band  -  With  black,  represents  perpetuity(ages  to  come). 

The  red  roses  on  the  band,-  Represents  the  Wars  of  Roses,  starting  1455, when 
York  fathered  his  allies  to  resist  Somerset’s  restoration  to  power  during  the 
reign  of  Henry  VI. 

The  Chess-rook  -  Chess-rooks  were  the  quaintest  form  of  quiet  sport,  abd 
favorites  in  former  days.  Gules,  three  chess-rooks, argeni,  was  borne  by 
Richard  de  Walsingham  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  Chess-rook  is  sometimes 
called  a  Castle.
